The Coal Mines Bill. 


Miners are returning to work in 
paratively small numbers, but the. 
ment is one that may grow 
realised that they will 
likely to be surprising to workers wh, 
have been told that it is the sole desire 
of the mine-owner to lower wages.

Spain and the League. 


The decision of Spain to withdraw from 
the League of Nations was much discussed 
in diplomatic and political circles yegter. 
day, and it was remarked that the new 
situation arises out of Locarno, since it js 


| due mainly to the unfortunate manner in 


which the Locarno treaties had to be 
executed. Generally the defection of Spain 
was not considered to of major im- 
portance except as an example to. other 
nations on whose behalf the arguments 
advanced by Spain could be used, and 
which may be anxious to make use of 
them once they are recognised as valid. 
It was hoped, however, that the Spanish 
Government may be induced to change 
its attitude. 


Palestine. 


The report of the Mandatory Power for 
Palestine is due to come up before the Per- 
manent Mandates Commission. at Geneva 
to-morrow, and is thought to contain the 
possibility of far-reaching--results.: Not 
only is the Zionist -memorandum which 
is to. be considered by. the .Commission 
drawn up in somewhat critical vein—the 
Mandatory Power is charged with failing 
to fulfil its obligations—but. the Geneva 
meeting has also to consider a sharp pro- 
test on the part of the Jewish community 
in Palestine, as represented by certain 
Labour polrticians who appear to wish 
for greater encouragement of Jewish 
industrial effort, and for the -introduction 
into an agricultural country of definitely 
Labour legiskatiom. Fimally,. there is the 
memorandum of the Arabs, who ask that a 
national Parliament be formed, to be con- 
posed of Arabs and Jews, on the basis of 
proportional representation.2. The official 
response to ail these different requests will 
be watched with interest.. Perhaps, it 1s 
not altogether a coincidence that just a;

The Chancellor of the - Exchequer is 
understood to be anxious to remedy this 
anomalous state of affairs at the earliest 
opportunity possible, and admits that the 
immediate effect ‘of ‘this step will be a 
substantial increase of consumption of 
Scotch whiskey. 

The trade experts are even more sanguine 
than Mr. Churchill as ‘to the effécts of such 
a reduction in the duty on the consumption, 
and at. recent interviews have submitted 
figures showing that there will not only be 
no loss in reyenue, but an actual increase, a 
consideration which is likely to appeal very 
strongly to the Government,. in view of the 
prospective loss of »¢venue in other directions. 


AGE LIMIT TO BE INCREASED. 

Another important development which is 
cleatJy foreshadowed by recent enquiriés bv 
departmental officials is an increase: of ‘the 
minimum age limit of, spirits for consumption 
froni the present three to five years, the idea 
being to- ensure for the working classes a 
high quality spirit. 

From the trade point of view the immediate 
result will be a big increase in the value of 
the existing siocks of Scotch whiskey and a 
great stimulus to the distilling industry, not 
only in “view of the anticipated ‘increase in 
consumption, but because: much larger stocks 
will require to be carried. The three years 
age limit’ has been a great success, and the 
trade would welcome’ its increase by two 
years, with the view of further enhancing the 
quality of the cheaper blends. 

The final: dividend of the Distillers’ Com- 
pany, Limited, will be declared on the 24th 
inst The annual meeting is being looked 
lorwayd. to with keen interest, as-it is antici- 
pated that Mr. Wilhlam H. Ross, the leading 
spirit-tyade aythority, will have. something fó 
say on .the prospects of an early reduction .cf 
the spirit. duty and other possible whiskey 
trade developments.

SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY.

SUCCESSFUL ENGLISH 
UNDERTAKINGS. 

The effort to.establish an English beet 
sugar industry seems to be rege fi with a 
considerable measure of success. e three 
factories which form what is known as the 
Anglo-Dutch group, ‘since they are financed 
with Exglish and Dutch capital, have just 
held their annual meetings, and at each of 
them the chairman told an encouraging story. 

The English Beet Sugar Corporation, which 
is the biggest of the three, is paying, ia its 
second ‘year, a dividend of 424 per cent., free 
of tax, upon prerecence and ordinary shares, 
the company having made a net profit (after 
transferring £93,719 to general reserve) of 
£56,313. The chairman stated that the num- 
ber of growers and the acreage grown had 
increased during the year by 20 per cent. 
The sum of £375,871 had beén paid to 
growers for beets, equal to 57s. ód. per net 
ton delivered, this being 10s. in excess of the 
minimum price laid dówn in the Subsidy Act. 
In 1924 the price paid was 52s. 2d. per ton. 

The Ely Beet Sugar Factory, which was 
opened last October, paid £135,982 to beet 
growers, being an average price of 48s. ód. 
per net ton delivered, or 5s. above the mini- 
mum. After transferring £6,065 to: general 
reserve, this company earned a net profit of 
£15,000. out. of which it is paying a maiden 
dividend of 6 per cent., tax free. 

The Ipswich Beet Sugar Factory, which 
began operations only last October, paid 
£100,169 to farmers, representing an average 
price of 53s. 11d. per net ton delivered, or 5s. 
per ton in excess of the minimum price laid 
down in the Subsidy Act. After plecing 
£1,443: to general reserve, this company 
secured a net profit of £12,500, and pays & 
maiden dividend of 5 per cent., free of tax, 
on the ordinary sharés. Both of these last 
two companies have had to raise additional 
capital, which has been provided mainly by 
Dutch capitalists. _

Mr. Winston Churchill, addressing a Con- 
servative and Unionist fite at the Alexandra 
Palace, London, last Saturday, referred to the 
coal stoppage. 

The only alternative, he said, to the 
many schemes that had been suggested for 
a settlement was that which.the Government 
Was pursuing. That course was to remove 
every obstacle to a settlement in their 
power, and the course they were pursuing 
they intended going on with. 

“If we had only our British people 

with,” he continued, “I do not 
suppese our difficulties would have . been 
the same. There would not have been 
this spitefnl element trying at each 
stage to aggravate the difficulties which exist. 
ut we are the object of an unceasing 
campaign levelled upon us by the Russian 
Bolsheviks. Those miscreants, who have 
ruined thoir own country, are tireless in their 
efforts to ruin ours. They will not succeed 
in their aims (Cheers.) ~ 

“ Personally, I hope I shall live to see the 
day when either there will! be a civilised 
Government in Russia or when we shall have 
ended the present pretence of friendly rela- 
tions with men who are seeking our over- 
throw, 

“Should the Government, find it necessary 
at any moment to exnel the Soviet agents, no 
elaims for losses will be entertained by the 
Treasury. My advice to traders is to make 
sure they get paid or get full security before 
their goods leave this country. If they lend 
money and lose it. they will have no one to 
thank but. themselves, and the Government 
must remain.absolutely free to take any 
action they think necessary .in the - public 
interest.’’

| P. J. HOGAN, Minister for 


KR, 
M Lands and Agriculture, in a speech 
‘at Mitchelstown, County Cork, yesterday, 
dealt frankly with the problems that 
confront the Irish farmer. 

*“We depend almost entirely,” he said, 
““on the production of live-stock and live- 
stock products. Our agricultural. economy 
does not need change, but it does need 
development.” 

Tarifís on agricultural imports—on the 
raw material of “agricultura] exports — 
could only injure, not assist, the great 
majority of farmers. 

Two things were needful for success~—- 
farmers must organise themselves for 
business purposes and for co-operation with 
the Department; and they must aim at 
producing articles of the highest quality 
for the English and home markets. The 
bad and the middling articles must be 
eliminated. 

Within a year, as a result of legisla- 
tion, there had been such an improvement 
in the) quality of the eggs exported from 
the Free State that they commanded the 
highest price in England. Since the 
Dairy Produce Act came into operation 
there had been a marked improvement in 
the price of Irish creaméry butter in Eng. 
land. 

In a short time the quality of Irish live- 
stock would be unequalled in the world, 
and, if the Department’sschemes by. which 
the changes would be made, were supple- 
mented by proper methods, feeding and 
marketing, the farmers need not fear com- 
petition from Denmark or any other place. 

Mr. Hogan declared that the farmer er 
exporter who did his best to comply honestly 
with the Department's regulations would 
receive every encouragement and assist- 
ance; but no mercy would be shown to 
the man who endeavoured to get a first- 
class price for an inferior article by taking 
advantage of the high reputation that had 
been established for Irish produce.

BASIS OF THE COUNTRY’S 
PROSPERITY. 

Mr. |Hogan began by referring to the 
country’s. export. figures for .1925..,.The total 
exports,for that year, he. said, amounted to 
£435,000,000, of which sum £352,000,000 repre- 
sented the value of agricultural products of 
one kind er another. That was a striking 
fact and showed clearly the importance af 
agriculture in the national economy. 

When the figure. £32,000,000 was examined 
it revenled. the. further significant fact that 
more than £51,000.000 was made up of the 
exports) of live-stock and live-stock products, 
principally. cattle, sheep, pigs, bacon, butter 
and eggs. and less than £1,000,000 was made 
up of other agricultural exports, such as flax 
and grain—in other words, cash crops grown 
not for) use on the farm, but for sale. The 
one fact, therefore. that was quite clear was 
that at present. their agriculture depended 
almost entirely on the production of liye-stock 
and live-stock products. There were sound 
reasons for that state of affairs. Since 1840 
the price of grain and cash crops generally 
had remained practically stationary, and for 
long périods before the European War was 
well below the 1840 price, while the price of 
live-stock and liye-stoek products had in- 
creased’ from 150 to 450 per cent. during. the 
same period. : 


CHANGED METHODS. 

Irish farmers were too long. in business to 

be rushed into radical changes in the hope of 
getting rich quickly, but, at the same time, 
they were just as ready to change their 
methods for good reasons as the farmers of 
any other country. Consequently they began 
to give up the growing of grain and cash 
crops for export in- 1840, and turned their 
attention to producing..articles fur which the 
conditions of the country were particularly 
suitable and for which prices were higher— 
namely, cattle, sheep, beef, mutton, butter. 
bacon and eggs. That change was dictated 
by world conditions which were still in 
existence. 
_ In order to retain their existing markets 
it was essential that farmers should be in a 
position tm purchase their raw materials— 
namely, whatever quantity of feeding stuffs 
they required and did not produce them- 
selves—at the same price as their competitors 
elsewhere; that was to say, at a competitive 
price in'a free market. 

“The population of this country,” said 
a ss ara — LF increase from 
its present figure of 3,000, to somethin 
like 10,000,000. before the home market could 
absorb our total production of these articles. 
I am anxious to see our home markets in- 
creased, to see industries developed here 
which will help to balance our present some- 
what lopsided economic system, and I be- 
lieve that I am speaking for the thinking 
farmers of the country when I say that they 
desire the same end and are willing to agree 
to any reasonable and well-considered 
measuré for that purpose. This result cannot 
be brought about in a year. It can only 
come slowly and gradually, and in the mean- 
time our export market is essential to us. 

“People may draw any deductions they 
wish from these facts, but one deduction is 
self-evident, and that is that tariffs on agri- 
cultural -imports—on the raw materials of 
agricultural exports—so far from being - of 
any assistance to the great majority of the 
farmers of the country, can only injure them. 
Tariffs on non-agricultural imports constitute 
another and a somewhat different problem. 


DEVELOPMENT, NOT CHANGE. 

“Our agricultural economy, therefore, is 
rooted in the conditions of the country. It 
does not need change, but it does need de- 
velopment, 

- bais ~— ase. we realised this be Cas 
we and put into operation the i- 
cultural: Produce (Eggs) Act, the Dairy Bro. 
duce Act, and the Live Stock Breeding: Act. 
The Eggs Act is only two years in opera- 
tion, and already the reputation of Irish

I venture to’ say that even 
during this year the measures already taken 
under the Dairy Produce Act will go a lon 
way to re-establish the reputation of Iris 
butter, and that by the end of next season 
we will. have.eonclusively proved that the 
Free State bhan only oné quality of 
of butter, and that the best.”

Events during the present week may have 
considerable influence in determining how 
long 1..e stoppage in the coal industry is to 
ecrtinue, says The Times. Parliament will 
be occupied with the bill to revise existing 
legislation, so as to permit the miners to 
work an eight-hour day. 

On Wednesday the Committee of the 
Miners’ International Federation is to meet 
in London, and it is understocd that the 
members will have under consideration pro- 
posals intended to assist the British miners 
in their protracted fight.

All the vagueness which marked the earlier 
Charter ceased when Magna Carta dealt, in im- 
mortal words, with the rights ofall Englishmen 
—their right ‘to justice; thier right to good 
government; their right to security of person 
and property. 

There was no need to point the moral. 
Indeed, there were more morals than one. 
ssentially the Charter was the climax of a 
revolt against the tyranny of tha King. Let 
them observe that the revolt. was orderly; 
that the Baronage took their stand, not on 
local independence, but on their legal position 
as advisers to the Crown, and that the people, 
borrowing a term from the Borough Consti- 
tution, spoke of themselves as the Communa 
of the whole realm, the orderly association 
of all freemen, not the tumultuous assembly 
of insurgents. 

A NOTE OF WARNING. 

We have travelled far in these several 
centuries from that centralisation and burean- 
cratic autocracy in which all things ultimately 
depended upon the will of the personal ruler, 
said Lord Hewart. But do not let us forget 
that tyranny is not always, or of necessity, 
the tyranny of kings or rulers. Do not let 
us forget that tyranny may be exercised by 
various classes of bodies and individuals, that 
it may take manydifferent forms, and that it may 
appear from rather unexpected quarters. 
Above all, do not let us forget that the only 
freedom worth having is the freedom to do 
right, that the price of that freedom is un- 
ceasing vigilance, and that we shalpl assuredly 
be lost and destroved if it should ever come 
to pass that hatred of tryranny, of whatever 
kind and in whatever disguise, ceases to he 
one of the strongest characteristics  f the 
English race. 

Lord Hewart had no sooner sat down than 
an excited man in the midst of the crowd 
shouted a protest “on behalf of the poor and 
humble of this country.” His language was 
somewhat incoherent, and his voice soon was 
drowned by the blast of a bugle, giving the 
signal for the singing of the next hymn. The 
Service concluded with the singing of the 
National Anthem.

COOKSTOWN BOARD AND POOR 
RELIEF. 

At a special meeting of the Cookstown 
Board of Guardians on Saturday last a reso- 
lution was unanimously passed, on the motion 
of Mr. Cameron, seconded by Mr. Dvd, 
pointing out that the Board was satisfied that 
exceptional distress existed within the union, 
and requested the County Council to ask the 
Northern Ministery for Home Affairs te 
authorise them to grant outdoor relief to poor 
persons of any description in accordance with 
the provisions of the Local Government Act, 
1898, subject to the conditions that the grants 
be given in kind only to heads of families 
ordinarily resident within the union and not 
in receipt of unemployment or any’ other 
benefit and unable to obtain work. 

It was also decided to ask the local 
members of the County Council to sign a 
requisition calling a special meeting of that 
body to deal with the matter. 

OUTDOOR RELIEF IN DERRY. 

At a meeting of the Derry Board, of 
Guardians on Saturtlay last a letter: was 
received from-the Northern Ministry of Home 
Affairs, forwarding a copy of the auditor's 
report on the accounts of the Londonderry 
Union for the half-year ended the 3ist March, 
1926. 

Mr..J. B. Butler, the auditor, in the course 
of his report, stated that, as compared with 
the corresponding period of the previous year, 
the number of persons in receipt .of outdoor 
relief has risen from 300 to 410. [Each case 
requires careful investigation before relief is 
granted. In a considerable number of cases 
the medical certificate, on the authority of 
which the relief is given, does not give 
sufficient information. This inadequacy in 
the medical certificates is, in his opinion, not 
the fault of the medical, officer concerned, as 
the relief application form, as used in Lon- 
donderry Union, is decidedly misleading in 
this respect. 

The Chairman (Mr. A. J. Irwin, B.A.) said 
that he objected very much to the words: 
“decidedly misleading. | 

Mr. Curran said that they had been using 
these forms for three years and that was the 
first time objection was taken to them.

MR. HUGHES’S ADDRESS. 

After the march past, Mr. Hughes addressed 
the troops, which were drawn up in column 
of company. He opened with a brief sketcli 
of Wolfe Tone’s childhood and his romantic 
vouth, the splendid energy, courage and 
doggedness of his manhood, and the Joneliness 
of his death.

He became an evangelist, and the gospel he 
preached was that of Irish freedom. Through 
more than a hundred years Tone’s words and 
teaching have kept the nation’s feet straight 
on the fath of freedom, and his actions have 
steatéd “the nation 's resolve W every adversity. 

Skwlv and painfully, fut all the while 
{rresistibly, our country has progressed 
towards the goat of Tone’s ambitions. ‘To-day 
that progress steadily continues. « The Irish 
peoplé are no longer: serfs. Every citizen of 
the Irish Free State has equal rights and equal 
liberty. Freedom of speech and freedom of 
worship are guaranteed to all.

the most extraordinary aspect of it was that 
the very people who were constantly demand- 
ing new services, grants, loans, and subsi- 
dies, all requiring big expenditwre and con- 
sequently big increases in taxation, were at 
the same time maintaining that taxation 
should be reduced. 

There had been an increase in expenditure 
of something like £600,000 or £700,000 since 
1920 in respect of sugar beet, credit socie- 
ties, Dairy Produce Act, Creameries Act, 
live Stock Breeding Act, Land Act, County 
Committee schemes, -and. agricultural educa- 
tion im the universities. In addition, there 
had been an increase of £600,000 in respect 
of the grants in relief of rates on agricultural 
land; so that the cost of agricultural services 
had been increased since the Treaty from 
about one million to ‘two million pounds. 

About- three times as many schemes had 
been demanded, but only these had been put 
into operation. In his opinion they were all 
well worth the money, and should be 
developed A very slight increase in the 
milk yields of the cows of the country wotild 
be worth in itself about two million 
pounds. The extraordinary fact, how- 
ever, was that the ‘very people ‘who 
demanded those schemes, and hundreds: of 
others costing millions of money, were the 
very people who complained of high taxa- 
tion. The curse of the country, politically 
and economically, has been this tendency to 
endeavour to have things both ways. He can 
reduce the cost of agricultural services next 
year by at least £1,000,000 in one way, and 
one way only—by dropping these new ser- 
vices. Reductions could be made in that 
way, and in that way only, in every other 
Ministry.

LIVE STOCK POLICY. . 

The Live Stock Breeding Act, under which 
gradually, but fairly quickly, every bad bull 
in the country would be weeded oyt, and the 
schemes for increasing the number of premium 
and special term :nimals—schemes by which 
they would get high-class breeding stock and 
crossing animals into the country—the 
Minister described as “ the basis of our live 
stock policy.” Two inspections, he said, 
already had taken place under the Live Stock 
Breeding Act.

MEAT PRICES COMPARED. 


The advarice in prices of fresh pork and 

veal in London, which followed immediately 
upon the prohibition of imports of fresh meat 
from the Continent,.has been maintained, but 
sú of mutton and lamb, which at first rose 
y nearly as much as pork and veal, quickly 
ave way. The course of prices ean be traced 
rom the table below, which shows Smithfield 
juotations, as issued by the Corporation of 
Londo on Friday, June 4th (the last day 
upon which imported fresh meat was avail-

i BEEF PRICES. 
Beef pricés have been quite unaffected by 


the prohibition of imports from the Continent, 
as one would expect, in view of the relative 


| unimportange of imports of fresh beef from 


days later quotations were back to the level 
of the Monday before prohibition was en- 
forced, and still lower two days later. Both 
English and Dutch lamb advanced before im- 
ported supplies had definitely ceased to appear 
on the market, but in this case also, as 
regards English lamb, prices were back to 
normal by Wednesday, and have shown little 
sign of advancing. 

Both pork and veal had advanced sub- 
stantially in price by Friday, the 4th June, 
while imported supplies were still available, 
and by the following Monday veal had risen 
a further 2d. per lb Thus in the space of a 
week there was a virtually uniform advance of 
3d. per lb. for English pork and veal, although 
there has been a slight easing since the 7th 
June. 

FRESH MEAT SUPPLIES. 

The supplies of home-produced fresh meat 
in London showed a striking advance as soon 
as prohibition took effect. In mutton and 
lamb supplies are almost sufficient to make 
good the normal imports, while the very 
heavy increase in supplies of pork clearly go 
a long way towards making good the deficiency 
in supplies of this meat from abroad.
